STEEL MEN RAP 
ORE DUTY BOOST 


Claim Tariff on Mangan­ 
ese Has Raised Pro­ 
duction Cost

EARTH BLASTS 
SHAKECOUNTRY 


Flow F r o m Vesuvius 
Slackens; People Re­ 
turn to Homes 


Naples, 
June 
6 UP)— Another 
spasm shook 
restive 
Vesuvius 
late 
tonight. 
The 
explosions 
rocked the ground so th at doors 
and windows miles away rattled. 
The earth shocks 
wors felt dis­ 
tinctly near the crater and little 
fountains of liquid firs sprung up 
and lasted for some m inutes and 
three wag copious ejection of lum ­ 
inous missiles. 
Dozens 
of 
fam ilies 
returned 
tentatively to 
their 
abandoned 
houses in the village of Terzigno 
and the surrounding district this 
afternoon on publication of reas­ 
suring news 
from 
the 
Mount 
Vesuvius observatory that the flow 
of lava which the great volcano 
has been sending forth since Mon­ 
day has decidedly dim inished. 
The huge wall of lava halted 
Just o u ‘aide Terslgno and the In­ 
habitants believe th a t Saint Gen- 
naro, patron of Naples, intervened 
to stop it. 
E arth shocks accom panied the 
volcanic explosions this m orning 
but soon died. Investigation show­ 
ed the lava 
pools ware 
rapidly 
congealing. 
A tabulation of dam age caused 
by the eruption 
showed that 50 
houses were destroyed, contained 
147 habitations 
occupied 
by 7 8 
fam ilies. 
One hundred and tw en­ 
ty-five acres of ground were cov­ 
ered with lava, of which about I d 
were cultivated and Lu vineyards, 
and the rest forest.

Amendment** Stricken 
Consideration of the legislation 
in the house was 
marked bv a 
series of the most tense situations 
that branch 
has 
experienced in 
several sessions. 
It saw written 
into the measure and then etrlc k- 
en from it two 
proposals which 
would have made largo reductions 
iii the representations 
of indus­ 
trial and possibly southern states. 
The first was to exclude n ’iens 
from the cotint upon which ^ a p ­ 
portionment Is based. 
The second 
would have 
excluded 
from 
the 
count disenfranchised citizens and 
was aimed 
at southern 
slates 
where It has been contended many 
negroes 
were not 
permitted to 
vote. 
Both proposals were adopted l:y 
the house Tuesday and the move 
by leaders today to strike them 
from th e bill came as a surprise 
after they had failed yesterday to 
agree upon a parliam en’aYy m e th ­ 
od bv which this 
might he ac­ 
complished. 
The move was made by Repre­ 
sentative Tllson 
of Connecticut, 
the m ajority leader, in th e form 
of an am endm ent to strike oui 
the language of the amendments

The house then was thrown in­ 
to a dem onstration in favor of 
the allen proposal as Representa­ 
tive Hock.

These can be found to the 
extent of forty quarts of water, 
twenty kilograms of carbon, four 
quarts of ammonia, one and one- 
half kilograms of calcium. 800 
grams of phosphorus, 250 grams 
of salt, IOO grams each of fluor­ 
ine. sulphur 
and 
saltpeter, 
SO 
grams of magnesium, and smaller 
amounts of iron, manganese, al­ 
uminum, copper, lead, iodine, bro­ 
mine and similar substances. 
The bones of the human body 
derive their hardness from 
the 
fact that they are made largely 
of the salts of calcium. 
Calcium 
la commonly referred to as lime. 
The average man has about four 
pounds of calcium in 
his 
body, 
most of it within the bones and 
the teeth. 
From day to day by the processes 
of life some calcium I* lost from 
the body and it must be made up 
by new calcium taken in. The new 
calcium can be had best in milk.

small amounts occur in every tis- 
flue. 
About one-tenth of a gram 
of calcium Is 
present 
in 
each 
quart of blood. 
If the normal 
amount of circulating calctuff is 
reduced the human being prompt­ 
ly has symptons of 
a 
disturbing 
character. 
Among 
these symp­ 
tons are the convulsive 
nervous 
phenomena called tetany. 
Infants with convulsive disord­ 
ers are som etim es promptly reliev­ 
ed through the addition of a right 
amount of calcium to the diet. 
Some 
physicians 
believe 
that 
many cases of hay fever and asth­ 
ma can be benefited by the taking 
of calcium. 
Then. too. the ele­ 
ment enters into the reactions as­ 
sociated with clotting of blood and 
the .prevention of hemorrhage. 
For several years authorities in 
the field of nutrition have urged 
that each child take one quart of 
milk a day and that each adult 
take at least one pint of milk rn 
day. 
The deficiency of calcium is 
also well met by the inclusion of 
liberal amounts of the leafy vege­ 
tables in the diet. 
For safety the 
daily diet should include at least 
enough milk and leafy vegetables 
to provide ten grama of calcium.

With all the anxiety now prev­ 
alent lest high rates for money 
affect business property, one of 
the most helpful things that bus­ 
hiness men and the general public 
ca n 
do 
is 
to 
pay 
their 
bills 
{Tromptly. 
If checks were mailed 
[today for only half of the unpaid 
[bills over ten days old the volume 
I of credit released would at once 
[relieve the money situation. 
If 
we want 
to 
keep 
a 
healthful, 
strong business situation then we 
must do what we can to keep 
money circulating. 
Apparently, 
however, business 
men 
or 
the 
public at large do not realize this 
fact. 
If collections are slowed 
•down 83 per cent, the effect is 
just the same as 
sending 
one- 
third of our money and credit out 
of the country or burying it in a 
'to le! 
Rate of Circulation Most 
Im portant 
There is always about so much 
money in the country 
in 
good 
times and

It is often pointed out that the 
purchasing power of the Ameri­ 
can people is greater today than 
ever before. 
There is no disput­ 
ing this fact. 
Why then have we 
a condition 
of 
poor 
collections 
widespread in extent, and difficult 
to overcome? 
I believe it is due 
to a habit of laxity which is grad­ 
u a l l y being acquired by the pub­ 


lic and by business. 
To what ex­ 
tent “easy payment” offers and 
installment selling is responsible 
for this harmful debt psychology 
remains a question; 
but 
doubt­ 
less many people have been lead 
to overbuying by 
these

ments. 
Many incomes are mort­ 
gaged far In advance.

Hence slow col­ 
lections mean higher cost of liv­ 
ing, Whether the people realize it 
or not. 
laxity R ather Than Insolvency 
The Cause 
Most m erchants will tell you 
that the great 
majority of their 
overdue accounts 
are 
perfectly 
good some day, but that they are 
merely slow. 
T hat seems to be 
the general situation. 
It 
isn’t 
that business 
men 
and 
people 
generally are not earning enough 
money to pay their bills, but that 
they have 'fallen into a habit of 
laxness, which Is almost as seri­ 
ous from the standpoint of credit 
and business as lf they could not 
pay a t .all. . The difficulty is that 
everyone Is waiting for somebody 
else to .pay up and consequently 
collections are slow. 
Why not 
let each individual start a cam­ 
paign of paying, up bills of his 
own even if he has to borrow the 
money to do it. 
This speeding 
of circulation would soon make 
borrowing unnecessary. 
By pay­ 
ing up all accounts 
quickly 
and 
asking the ones we are paying to 
pass the favor along, better bus­

conditions, 
and more prosperity would result. 
Blow Collections Widespread 
If this wave of slow payment 
were found only in some particu­ 
lar industry or locality its effect 
would not be so damaging. 
It is, 
however, a general condition and 
until it is corrected no am ount of 
advertising or sales effort can off­ 
set its effect. 
Economists have 
figured out how much 
the 
air­ 
plane postal 
service 
would 
In­ 
crease the 
efficiency 
of 
money. 
There is undoubtedly a great sav­ 


ing here, but most business mer 
today would be satisfied with a 
check by regular return mail. 
Moreover, this habit 
of 
slow 
payment is not confined solely to 
the men on the street; many bus­ 
iness concerns 
th at 
could 
pay 
their bills promptly do not do so. 
The result is, 
that 
money 
and 
credit, which are the lifeblood of 
business are clogged. 
The stock 
market is held largely responsible 
for the present tight money and 
high rates. 
At least one thing 
can be said for the stock market, 
namely, 
cash 
settlements 
are 
made daily, and there is no ques­ 
tion about it. 
Certainly the mon- 
ev that is used on the stock ex­ 
change operates at its fullest ef­ 
ficiency.

in business affairs. 
Business by the Babsonchart is 
now 7 per cent above normal com­ 
pared with 5 per cent above a 
year ago.
